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STEWART ADJUSTABLE FEATURES 

The features of adjustment illustrated are typical in the construction 
of Stewart Iron Fence. The lack of proper adjustment and expansion 
and contraction provisions cause fence to buckle and get out of line, thus 
making it unsightly to look upon. A study of these illustrations and 
description is invited. 




Stewart Adjustable Connections 

Firure "A** is slot provided in the end of channel rail. Figure "B" 
is upnglit picket of line post which passes through connecting cap at 
lioin^ "F " Figure "C" is malleable iron connecting- cap on line post to 
wh eh rail is fstened. The connecting cap is made to fit neatl> r over 
end of the channel rail while a bolt passes -through ^onnectmB «p at 
point "E," holding channel rail in place. Figure D is set screw by 
which connecting cap on line post is held in place. By loosening this, 
the connecting cap may be raised or lowered. 

The advantages are that the slot in the end of the channel 1 provides 
for adjustment lengthwise as well as expansion and contraction of the 
metal, while the set screw allows the connecting cap to be raised or 
lowered and adjusted. 

While this cut illustrates the connections M.^-t fi?f«%2 
malleable iron base and line post, the same principle is followed in the 
connections used for all line posts. 




Stewart Adjustable Brace 

All line posts (excepting I -Beam) are provided with 
an adjustable brace, so the post may be placed in proper 
position without disturbing the rest of the fence. 

Figure "A" is malleable iron brace clamp which fits 
around the post. Figure "B" is brace which extends from 
malleable clamp down, to be buried in the ground or con- 
nected to the "S and M" base. (See complete line post 
illustrations on opposite page.) Figure C is hexagon 
jamb nut which holds brace tightly against the clamp. 
Figure "D" is set screw which passes through the hexa- 
gon nut, brace rod and malleable collar. This allows brace 
to be adjusted. Bv loosening set screw, post can be 
brought to proper position and when set screw and hexa- 
gon nut are tiehtened, post is held securely in place, lhis 
makes simple but effective adjustment for keeping posts 
in position and entire fence in true alignment. 




Stewart Center Support or Stud 

An adjustable center support is placed 
under center of each standard fence panel. 
This makes the panel more substantial, pre- 
vents sagging and keeps it in line, in the 
illustration we show advantages of this fea- 
ture. Figure "A" is anchor plate set in 
ground below bottom of fence. Figure B 
is adjustable thimble ( malleable iron) which 
fits around bottom of center picket of fence 
panel. Figure "C" is rod secured in thimble 
at upper end and connected to plate at bot- 
tom by thread adjustment. By turn- 
ing thimble, fence can be raised or lowered 
bv means of thread adjustment. This is 
another means of adjusting fence (without 
disturbing rest of fence) at any time after 
it has been set.

This foundation base was per- 
fected and patented by us and 
we consider it the best founda- 
tion base made. Its advantages 
are : 

First— Strength, durability, se- 
curity against breakage, conven- 
ience in setting and holding fence 
in line. 

Second— Malleable iron cap is 
adjustable lengthwise and cross- 
wise securely locked and held 
in position while fence and braces 
can be raised or lowered without 
disturbing parts set in ground. 

Third — Locking adjustment 
makes it impossible for top cap 
to slip and throw fence out of 
line.

Illustration No. 1 shows the method of setting fence in the ground Be sure that 
the St dug the proper depth and the bottom of the hole on winch the bo torn 
pte of posts rests is firm "and solid. If posts are carefully set and d.rt tampc^M* 
a ound the posts there is little chance of the fence working loose. F.rst set the gate 
p"ts and han~ the gate. (If you set the gate posts or other posts u> concrete brace 
th posts w,th scantling until the concrete hardens.) Adjustment provs.ons ,„ our 
fence make it possible to overcome any slight difficulty. Set lower end of p.ckets 
3 inches or more above grade line. 

Illustration No. 2 shows setting of fence on concrete curb or stone cop.ng. The 
usual method is to lead line posts and bolts for gate and corner posts into copmg. 
T. give more spread to the brace this ,s made to run down in the ground though 
other methods (which are shown) of running brace directly into top of «or,. 
side of coping can be used, if preferred, and is recommended where copmg II over 
8 inches high Either makes a desirable method of setting fence where copmg ,s of

reasonable width. I. is also possible to set fence in ground and build ,h« ^ coping 
around fence after erected. In this case fence must be set sufhcently h.gh to allow 
for the coping. 

Second onlv in importance to the materials used in construction of Iron Fence and 
efficiency, with which it is made, is the setting up of the fence The proper erection 
of Iron Fence not only adds to its appearance, but also to the life of the fence. Real- 
izing how unsatisfactory it is to have a fence erected in an unworkmanlike manner, 
we have tried to make the most practical methods of erecting fence so plain to our 
customers that any one of ordinary ability can erect our Iron Fence W a way that 
it will look attractive. 

If these suggestions as well as the instructions which are always furnished with 
setting Plan are carefully followed and the panels placed according to measurements 
shown on the diagram, no difficulty will be encountered in erecting the fence and a 
most substantial job will be secured.

Paragraph 1— WHAT OUR PRICES IN FENCE INCLUDE 

Prices and weights on fence include line posts, foundation bases and 
braces which come at the end of each panel of fence, adjustable center 
supports under each long panel of fence, all rail connections, bolts and 
one shop coat of Stewart special black paint, all delivered f. o. b. cars 
or wharf, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Gates, gate posts, end and corner posts are charged for extra and 
measured in line of fence; except that this does not apply to gates priced 
on pages 81, 82 and 83, which are priced not measured in line of fence. 

Type of line posts used with various designs are specified in column 
next to prices. Illustrations of line posts are shown on page 5. Any 
change in line posts from those specified in price list are charged for 
extra. We recommend large posts at all gates, ends and corners. They 
add greatly to the strength and durability of the fence. Line posts, if 
ued for end and corner posts, are charged for extra at one-half the price 
of the No. 1-A Post. 

Paragraph 2— SPECIAL SPACING OF PANELS 

Length of panels should always be left to us as we determine the 
proper length according to the standard spacing of pickets. 

Approximate length of standard panels is 8 feet. (If special lengths, 
an extra charge will be made.) 

Paragraph 3— HEIGHT OF FENCE 

Prices are on standard height fence as given in catalog and price 
list. We always measure from ground or coping to top of picket, 
allowing fence to stand three inches from the ground or coping. Thus, 
in fence specified 37 inches in height when set, the actual length of 
pickets is 34 inches. 

Paragraph 4— SPACING OF PICKETS 

Note the spacing of pickets as specified under each design in catalog. 



The spacing of pickets on some coping designs is not specified as the 
spacing must be determined largely by the stretch of fence required. 
Paragraph 5— GRADING FENCE 

On fence requiring a grade of one inch or over to the foot, we make 
the following charges: 

Graded one inch or less than two inches to the foot, 10 cents per 
foot net extra. 

Graded two inches and less than two and a half inches to the foot, 
15 cents per foot net extra. 

Graded two and a half inches and less than three inches to the foot, 
20 cents per foot net extra. 

Fence graded three inches or over to the foot is considered Terrace 
Panels and charged for according to prices on the following page. Some 
designs cannot be graded over one-half inch to the foot, but are so 
marked in the catalog. 

Charge for grading Ring and Scroll Fence quoted on application. 

Paragraph 6 — FENCE FOR COPING 

State whether fence is wanted to set in center of coping; if not, give 
distance from edge of coping to where fence sets. Always give outside 
measurements of coping, as we charge for extreme outside measure- 
ments in order to offset additional cost of required fittings. Unless 
otherwise ordered, we make all fence to lead directly into coping. If 
malleable cap bases to set on coping are wanted, so specify. If coping 
is to be built after fence is erected, so specify. 

Paragraph 7— SPECIAL PANELS (See Page 70) 

All to be measured in line of fence. These extras apply to fence 
priced in this price list except Coping or Scroll designs. 

Paragraph 8— WALK AND DRIVE GATES 

Prices on gates do not include posts and are based upon standard 
widths. 

If walk gates are narrower or wider than standard (up to 4 ft. 6 in.

Paragraph 14— SHIPPING 

All goods are shipped at consignee's or customer's risk. Our respon- 
sibility ceases when we get a receipt from Transportation Company, 
showing goods were received by them in good order. On small orders, 
fifteen to thirty, and on large ones, thirty to sixty days, should be 
allowed for shipment. 

Paragraph 15— DAMAGES AND SHORTAGES 

Check shipment carefully upon receipt, and if there are any damages 
or shortages, secure acknowledgment of railroad agent upon freight bill 
before removing shipment from depot.

A cash discount of 2% will be allowed where a cash deposit of one- 
third accompanies order and we ship sight draft attached to Bill of 
Lading for the balance. 

To those carrying approved commercial rating (who do not wish to 
take advantage of the cash discount for cash accompanying order) our 
terms are 2% for payment in 10 days from date of invoice or 30 days net. 

THOSE WITHOUT COMMERCIAL RATING (who wish ship- 
ments made on 30 day terms), MUST HAVE CUSTOMERS SIGN 
CONTRACT, and must investigate customer's financial standing thor- 
oughly and give FULL INFORMATION on back of order blank, as 
otherwise it will be necessary for us to secure a report on the customer 
which consumes considerable time.
